The commit-
tee is dissolved effective
on that date.

Council action curtsiled

The action came on the
heels of a charter commit-
tee request for $3,000 to
hire a “competent consult
ant” and for an extension
of two months on the dead-
line for a final report The
new deadline leaves the
committee only one mecting
to come up with a final
draft.

® that the request for
any appropriation of funds
be denied

® that the request for the
March 1 extension be de-
nied;

® that the Charter Review
Committee be dissolved ef-
